Some, who 
aid not ſuppoſe an Enterprize of this Nature to be 
altogether impract icable, did however think it now 
very improper, when every one complains of hard 
Times, and is called upon by other Expences near- 
er home; And for this Reaſon, they are for 
putting it off to a more favourable Opportunity. 
Others have been ſtartled at the Newneſs of the 
hing, being ſby to venture in a Road ſo lit- 
le beaten in this Age, and ſo much expoſed to 
| Dange 
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Danger. Others have been bare Spedtators 
in this Matter, unwilling to judge of a Work, 


which, like a tender Blade, did but ju ap- 
pear above Ground, not diſcovering as yet what 


its Fruit might prove. Others again, have taken 
a tranſient View of the Scheme, hut declared | 
their unwillingneſs to be farther concern'd, 
till they ſhould ſee ſome eminent Men eſpouſe it, 
and by their Example, encourage others to 
engage in it. OR 
*Tis not the Deſign of this ſmall. Preface, to 
examine the various Opinions and fudgments of 
Men, much leſs to determine how far they | 
might be well. grounded, or hom. far perhaps 
ine might be byaſſed by Miſtakes and Pre- 
judices. However, thus much may be ſaid in 
Anſwer to thoſe that are ſo eaſily terrified by 
the common Calamities of the Times on ont 
Hand, and by the Expenſiveneſs of the Deſign 
on the other, that they ſeem to be little ac- 
quainted with the Ways and. Diſpenſations of | 
Providence. For if we take à Survey of the 
moſt conſiderable Tranſattions, both under the 
Law and the Goſpel, it will plainly appear, 
that gencrally the beſt of Works have been 
carried on in the worſt of Times, and that they 
have triumph'd at laſt, over all the Clamours | 
and Oppoſitions that wicked Men and Devils 
could raiſe againſt them. The Prophet aſſures 
us, that Jeruſalem was rebuilt in ſtrait and trou- 
blous Times. And another of the inſpired Wri- 
ters tells us, that they were fain to work with 
one fland, and to hold their Weapons in the | 
other. And thus did the Work gain Ground in 
the midſt of Adverſities, and the Attempts 


made 
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and the Earth denied her Fruits. 
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made Mgainſt it were ſo far from diſbeartning the 


Builders, that they were the more encouraged 
thereby, not deſiſting from their Toil and Labour, 
rill they ſaw the Work 'brought to a happy Con- 
cluſion. However, it cannot be denied, that the 
Oppoſition is then moſt fat al and deſtruct ive, when 
it comes from thoſe that are within the Pale of the 
Church, and mho male ſhew of the ſame Confeſſi- 
on of Faith, We read what a Backmwardneſs 
there was among the Jews themſelves to build 
the Lord's Temple, and what Pretences they made, 
to put it off from Tear to Tear; The Time is 
not come, the Time that the Lord's Houſe _ 
fould be built, was the common Plea for their 
Sloth and Drowſineſs : The Effect whereof was, 
that whilſt Governours, Frieſts and People, where 
wholly bent on advancing their worldly Intereſt, 

ſhamefully neglecting the Lord's Houſe, their 

Vines and Olives did not yield their Increaſe,” 
All which 
may viſibly convince us, that even outward Pro- 
ſperity in a great Meaſure depends on the Care 
employed in the Worſhip of God, and its Enlarge- 

ment among Jews and Heathens. 

Nor have thoſe a ſufficient Plea for themſelves, 
that undervalue a Deſign, becauſe it hath been ſo 
little attempted by Proteftants. This ſhould ra- 
ther be an Inducement wot to ſtifle it in its In- 
fancy, but to inflame that little of the Spirit of 
Power and Love which is left among us. Should 
we be alſo willing to die, becauſe we ſee ſo many 
dead about us? I mean, ſo many careleſs and 
negligent in the greateſt Concerns of Life and Hap- 
pines Should we not rather ſtrengthen the 
more the Things which remain, but are ready to

die, except they be ſupported betimes. Let us 
therefore ſbake off our natural Drowſmeſs, mbich 
indiſpoſeth the Mind for any generous Enter- 
prize- Nothing it more common, even among 
thoſe who call themſelues Chriſtians, than to frame 
new Ways and Methods for increaſing their Stock 
and Eſtate, and to improve every Opportunity of- 
fer'd for that Purpoſe. Every Tear — 
new Schemes, and theſe nem Purſuits after the 
Things of this World. Let a Deſign be never 
ſo new and uncommon, it will ſoon he embraced, 
if it appears to be profitable, and conducive to 
fome temporal End. Why ſhould a Chriſtian then 
be ſby of a Work, becauſe it is new, when it may 
carry with it 4 never fading Reward? Why 
ſhould not he as readily embrace this Opportu- 
nity to lay up te himſelf durable Riches in Hea- 
wen, and by ſeaſonably employing ſome Part of 
this World's Mammon, in advancing ſo Chriſtian 
an Undertaking, make to himſelf. Friends, that 
when be fails, they may receive him into ever- 
laſting Habitations?

face prefixt to the Sixth Continuation of the 


Malabar Narrative, and partly from the 
verbal Relation of Mr. Plutſcho: As we 
ſhall be very ready to impart to you whatever
